Edmonton is asking power to impose 
an Income. tax, but this right may be 
reserved still: by the provincial gov- 
ernment, -The committes has agreed 
on the clause giving Calgary very 
wide powers of licensing people and 
businesses. 

Proposed amendments to the liquor 
act will probably be intreduced next 
week by Attorney General Brownlee.
